THE FIRST YEAR of your retriever pup’s 
Be" life can be just as tough on him and on

choose to make it. But if your natural 
inclination is to expect much too much, 
too soon, of your first pup, you are per- 
ctly normal. Every hunter makes this 
mistake with his first Labrador, or 
; Chesapeake, or Golden Retriever. I know

Yet I expected this youngster, just ae 
~ cause he was a Labrador, to instinctively 
know enough to jump out into that mess 
and follow those drifting ducks down the 
~ marsh, then fight his way back with them. 
It was a job which would have stopped 
many a real veteran retriever. 

Naturally the pup was completely be- 
_ wildered. Repeatedly I tried to send him 

for falls he had not seen. He would 
_ struggle around and around among the 
ao% decoys while the bird drifted clear out of 
3 sight. At last he had enough of this 
: nonsense and refused to jump out of the 
end of the boat when I sent him. Then I 
lost my temper and threw him in the 
; marsh. It is a miracle that I did not 
: utterly ruin a wonderful pup that day. 
‘ Certainly it was not my fault that I didn’t. 

That pup happened to be Freehaven 
Jay, who turned out to be one of the 
great field trial champions of all time. 
There was nothing wrong with the pup. 
He just had a very dumb owner. 

Since then I’ve trained a lot of re- 
trievers and I have learned a little from 
experience. Today I don’t even start to 
work a youngster on yard retrieving— 
much less take him hunting—until he is 
12 months old. I feel I don’t lose any time 
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Even a little puppy can be taught to “‘sit”’ 
as a first lesson 


by waiting until the pup is really ready to 
learn—and I avoid boring or spoiling 
many a promising youngster by pouring 
it on him too soon. 

However, if you just can’t wait, it 
probably won’t hurt your pup to give him 
some simple retrieving before he is a 
year old. Some gan safely be started as 
young as five or six months; others at 
eight or nine or ten months. Well, you 
say, how can you tell whether yours is 
ready? It’s very simple. Just try him and 
see what he does. 

Make yourself a proper training dummy 
by rolling up an old gunny sack into a 
tight cylinder 12 or 14 inches long, by 21% 
inches in diameter—or a bit smaller if the 
pup has a smallish mouth. Use whatever 
size he can pick up comfortably without 
having to stretch his jaws. Tie it with 
stout string so it won’t come apart and 
tease the pup with it until he is frantic to 
grab it. Then toss it just a few feet away, 
to land in plain sight—not in heavy cover. 
If the pup is ready, he should bound after 
it with great enthusiasm. The instant he 
picks it up you should start running 
away from him, calling him and clapping 
your hands. He will chase after you. Just 
as he catches up, quickly reach down and 
snatch the dummy from his mouth. If 
you are stylish enough to grab it before 
he drops it, your dog has completed his 
first retrieve to hand. And after a very 
few repetitions of this routine the habit 
will become firmly entrenched. 

But don’t give a young pup more than 
three or four retrieves in one day no 
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matter how much fun he and you 
having. Don’t give him a chance to be. 
come bored with retrieving; quit while 
he is dying for more. If you'll just take 
my word for it, you'll save yourself a lc 
of grief, for that is the way to have 
happy shooting companion who does 
work because he loves it. It is the e 
to insure that when you are out hunti 
in future years, you won’t be spendin 
most of your time arguing with a sul 
dog. 

If after teasing your pup with ch 
dummy he is not much interested or if 
he does not chase it aggressively when on 
you throw it and doesn’t want to pick 
up then you'd best forget the whole 
thing for awhile. Don’t try to force him. 
He isn’t ready. Give him a little mor 
time to grow up. 

The fierce instinct to retrieve, whi 
should be and is inherited by correct 
bred Labradors, Chesapeakes, and Golder 
Retrievers, is often dormant in the in- 
dividual dogs until they are a year old 
or more. In some, on the other hand, 
instinct seems to be easily awakened 2] 
early as age five or six months. So if 
your pup is not much interested in re- 
trieving, don’t start worrying about it 
until he is 12 months old. : 

There are plenty of other impor 
things you can be doing with him in 
meantime. You can drill him in the ob 
ence commands. You can start him 
young as three or four months learnin; 
to Sit, Come, Heel, and Kennel on e¢ 
mand, and to Come on the whistle. 


With a “dummy” made of an 
old gunny sack rolled into a 
tight 12- or 14-inch cylinder, 
this Labrador goes through an 
early lesson in retrieving. Be 
sure and toss the “dummy” in 
easy sight of the dog—and 
don’t try to get him to go 
after the “dummy” over three 
or four times during a day.

must learn these and a few other obedi- 
ence commands, for a retriever has to be 
under absolute control before you take 
him hunting, otherwise he will be nothing 
but a nuisance in field or blind. 

You can give him ten minutes a day of 
concentrated drill on an obedience com- 
mand without hurting him a bit. But don’t 
be too severe with a young pup. If he is 
worth training at all, severity won’t be 
needed anyway. A retriever of any of the 
recognized breeds, from proven working 
stock, should be very tractable and eager 
to please. 

Another thing you can do any time 
after a retriever pup is weaned is to in- 
troduce him to water and give him a 
chance to learn to swim. But use a little 
sense; be a little smarter than I was with 
Freehaven Jay. Don’t ever throw him in, 
and don’t start him in excessively cold 
water or in mud. Don’t let anything hap- 
pen at first which would give him an 
unfavorable memory of water, if you 
want to end up with a happy duck dog. 

Start him in water which is not just 
melted off the end of a glacier, is shallow 
at the edge and has a reasonably hard 
bottom. If the pup doesn’t race in of his 
own accord, wade out into the water 
yourself and call him to you with great 
enthusiasm. He may hesitate a bit, but 
if you persist he will venture in and dis- 
cover it doesn’t hurt him to get his feet 
wet. Then romp and play with him in the 
shallow water. After he has gained a 
little confidence you can wade out grad- 
ually to deeper water until the pup sud- 
denly finds himself swimming. After that 
you can let him swim after you in a boat 
whenever you have a chance. This is 
great for developing his swimming and 
his love of the water. 

After he feels thoroughly at home in 
the water you can try him on a water 
retrieve. Toss a floating dummy for him. 
I use a small boat fender, filled with cork 
and covered with heavy canvas. If he 
retrieves it enthusiastically, you can give 
him three or four of these whenever you 
are where water is available. But if not, 
forget the retrieving, and just let him 
swim behind the boat until he is a year 
old. 

It is also good for any pup to take him 
on long walks in the fields. Let him “Hie 
On,” and run and develop his natural 
inclination to hunt. He will teach himself 
to use his nose on all the fascinating 
smells to be found in the fields. When 
doing this, don’t let him range too far 
away from you. Keep calling him back 
within easy gun range. Thus you will 
start developing a good habit against 
the future day when you teach him to 
quarter ahead of you, to flush pheasants. 

Give your pup a chance to grow up a 
little, before you put him in high school. 
Doesn’t that make sense? If he is not in- 
terested in retrieving, don’t try to force 
him. Wait for his natural instinct for this 
wonderful game to come alive. Mean- 
while, there is plenty of other con- 
structive work you can be doing with 
him: the obedience training; the intro- 
duction to water, and swimming practice, 
and learning to hunt and use his nose on 
land. 

So, friend, it is up to you. The first year 
of your retriever’s life can be the hardest, 
for him and for you.

Author of “Training Your Own Bird Dog” 


So you've bought a bird dog puppy! A 
well-bred, healthy, alert youngster with 
all the earmarks of a topnotch bird finder. 
And now you want to know how to de- 
velop him into a bangup game-getter that 
will give you many days of pleasant gun- 
ning on upland birds. 

If you’re a fellow who has had no ex- 
perience in training a young bird dog, 
then read on, brother, for this article is 
for you. If you’re an “old hand” at the 
game, then skip it, for you most likely 
have your own ideas and would hardly 
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follow the advice anyway. On second 
thought, there just might be a tip or two 
here that may interest you. 

As a beginner, you're starting from 
“scratch.” Which makes you even with 
the pup, for he’s a beginner, too. It can be 
a lot of fun to work with a young bird dog 
and watch his cloth gradually fit the pat- 
tern you’ve cut, but Pm warning you 
that there are headaches and moments 
of disappointment mingled in with the 
pleasure. So the first thing you should- 
do is to take stock of yourself. Are you

into a fine worker on quail or pheasants 
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willing to keep your temper under con- 
trol at all times and exercise the patience 
and perseverance of a modern Job, recog- 
nizing that it is often difficult for your 
pupil to understand just what you want 
him to do and that some lessons must be 
taught over and over again before he gets 
the idea? Then you're ready to start your 
venture into the art of bird dog training 
. and the best of luck to you. 

Don’t get the idea that the development 
of a normaily bold, healthy and well- 
bred young bird dog into a fine field com- 
panion and asset to the gun is a monu- 
mental task to be undertaken by only the 
gifted few. It isn’t. Any average man can 
do a fair job of it, provided he has a good 
idea of what he wants to do, will keep 
everlastingly at it, will administer punish- 
ment only when he is sure the dog knows 
why he is being punished «.. . and never, 
under any circumstances, in the heat of 
anger. Taking the training in easy stages, 
both trainer and pupil will learn a lot and 
both will enjoy it immensely. The best 
way to enjoy your dog the most, to get 
the most out of him, to create a bond of 
understanding and devotion between the 
two of you that is deeper than words can 
describe, is to train him yourself. 

Your next step is to decide what you 
want your dog for .. . grouse and wood- 
cock or pheasants and quail. This is not 
to say that the same dog cannot handle 
all four game birds and do it well. But 
remember that you're starting your young 
dog now and the lessons he learns in early

life will stay with him longer. The 
good grouse and woodcock dog works his 
country in a different manner than the 
dog that is brought up in quail or pheas- 
ant country. The very nature of the game 
covers or terrain will not allow the wider 
ranging technique employed in quail or 
pheasant territory. And the good grouse 
and woodcock dog should be under con- 
stant control, while the wide-swinging 
quail dog can be allowed more latitude, 
in fact, encouraged to pas up barren look- 
ing country for likely looking objectives 
farther on. 

Settled on the type of dog you want— 
wide ranging or close working—the next 
question is “At what age should I start 
my young dog’s training?” That depends 
largely upon the puppy itself. All dogs 
are individuals (remember that) and 
some develop earlier than others. Some 
sportsmen contend that the puppy’s edu- 
cation should be started soon after he is 
taken from his mother. True, there are 
some simple things that can be taught 
him then but it is generally conceded 
that this is far too tender an age to begin 
any efforts at serious training. 

All of us like to see the pointing in- 
stinct assert itself at an early age, but just 
because the young puppy will style up 
into a point on a sparrow or butterfly or 
barnyard fowl is no reason for us to think 
he is ready for work under the gun. Au- 
thorities say that the comparative age of 
dogs and humans is in the ratio of 1 to 7. 
In other words a puppy one year old 
might be mentally compared, if such 
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were possible, to a 7 year old child. Be 
that as it may, the ability of a young 
puppy to absorb training of a serious na- 
ture is very limited. 

There are some things that should be 
taught a puppy just as soon as he can 
learn them. He should know his name and 
come when it is called. He should learn 
to walk along quietly and without re- 
sistance when a lead is attached to his 
collar. These are the first lessons, in con- 
trol and around them his education re- 
volves. Later, but not much later, he can 
be taught to stop and stand still when the 
command “Whoa” is given. This is an- 
other great step in his schooling, for the 
novice trainer will later find that “Whoa” 
is the most important word in the bird 
dog trainer’s language. 

Many fanciers consider that by the time 
the bird dog puppy has reached the age 
of six months he should be given some 
idea of his mission in life, and his field 
experience started. They contend that 
the best way to prevent an aged dog from 
making mistakes is to never allow him 
to make them in his earlier career. This 
prevents the forming of bad habits, they 
say. 

There is some merit in this argument, 
I admit, but I can’t subscribe to it in its 
entirety. ’ve never seen a bird dog that 
didn’t make an occasional mistake. In 
fact, deliberate mistakes may become of 
value sometimes. A good fling and a spree 
of chasing can sometimes restore the con- 
fidence of a young dog that has been 
overcrowded in his training or gone stale 


through too much drilling. So if your goal 
is a dog that never makes mistakes, you 
can just figure you’re in for some rank 
disappointments. 

In my opinion, the best time to start a 
bird dog’s field education is after he has 
passed his first birthday. With many in- 
dividuals, a year and a half or even two 
years would be better. Yes, I know there 
are young dogs doing excellent work 
in the field, hunting intelligently and 
handling game properly, before they’ve 
reached one year of age. But these are 
exceptional individuals. Some of them 
are what we call “naturals.” Others never 
show any improvement over their puppy 
form. They just settle down into phleg- 
matic, plodding performers, doing. the 


job “by the day” and seldom offering any 


thrills. 

The very young puppy may have a re- 
markable aptitude for learning simple 
lessons and tricks when little or no force 
is employed. He takes to this sort of train- 
ing through playfulness. But when the 
matter of serious business arrives and 
he is called upon to do something he 
doesn’t want to do his attitude is apt to 
change. Then when force is applied, he 
is liable to become cowed and his spirit 
may be permanently affected. 

On the other hand, when serious train- 
ing is started when he is over much of 
his puppy playfulness, his lessons will be 
more of a permanent nature. He has been 
allowed to develop in a natural way, has 
acquired a certain degree of self-con- 
fidence, and is not so quick to become

) frightened when mild force is employed. 
The older dog has the intelligence to 
better absorb the teachings of his trainer 
and his attention is not so easily diverted. 
; He has the desire to do things, and this 
-is most essential in the promising pupil. 
All of this is assuming that your puppy 
-is rather bold and is not unnaturally 
timid and shy. If he is especially timid, 
your best bet is to get rid of him before 
' you become too attached to him, for he’ll 
_deal you more headaches than you can 
' shake a stick at. I’ve seen a number of 
' quite timid youngsters eventually develop 
into bold, blustering, independent hunters 
| that had no fear of anything, but it took 
| quite a bit of doing on the part of their 
‘trainers ... and the job is not for the 
amateur. Best to start out with a some- 
| what fearless youngster that takes things 
in his stride than to enter the game with 
_ two strikes on you with a slinking, timid 
_ puppy you will have to coax all the way. 
_ Some sportsmen feel that the puppy 
should be fairly well along in his yard- 
| ‘breaking lessons before his field experi- 
ence begins. I can’t go along with this, 
| for I prefer that the youngster be fully 
‘imbued with the desire to hunt before 
“any serious efforts are made to bring him 
‘under full control. Work in the field 
best reveals whether or not the prospect 
is worth while . whether he’s got 
enough “git-up-and-git” about him to 
make the grade ... and there is no need 
to waste valuable time and that precious 
patience you must always wear out in 
front if the dog is not endowed with 
natural qualities. He should, however, as 
I have said, be taught to know his name, 
to come when called, and to feel at ease 
when placed on a lead or when confined 
at the end of a chain. These are simple 
matters that can be taught him in such 
manner that no danger of his losing any 
part of his spirit or self-confidence is 
incurred. 

We maintain that yard-breaking can 
be accomplished through such kindly tac- 
tics that the dog will hardly realize that 
he is being forced to do things, or rather 
in such a way that the pupil is glad to 
do the things desired of him. But this is 
a job for an exceedingly patient man, with 
some experience, and the novice had best 
wait until his pupil has gained more age 
and he, himself, has acquired more 
knowledge. One loss of temper control, one 
demonstration of rash anger, and all the 
progress made through patience may be 
lost and the pupil either becomes stub- 
born and sulks and grows completely 
cowed. In either case your efforts are 
frustrated. 

The first lesson in the field should con- 
sist of allowing the young dog to do as 
he pleases, provided he doesn’t return to 
the kennel. Everything will be strange 
to him, if he has been brought up in the 
yard or kennel, so you must take care 
not to allow him to get frightened. Do 
not forcibly lead him up to objects toward 
which he shows fear. Just go along in a 
calm and easy manner, showing there is 
nothing to be afraid of and thus imparting 
confidence to the young dog. Every effort 
should be made to encourage’ him to 
hunt, but no attempts to force him to do 
so should be resorted to. 


He may show no inclination to hunt on 
his first few trips afield, but do not he-

Finally graduate to a 20-gauge shotgun 

and if the puppy shows no fear of this, 

and he shouldn’t if you have taken these 

steps gradually, you may be pretty sure 

that he will show no signs of gun-shyness 
when his education in the field begins. 

After the puppy has had a fair amount 

of experience in the field and is showing 

a desire to hunt, the gun may be brought 

into play there occasionally. On one of 
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shotgun. After the puppy has had his fling 
and has settled to huntin 


from you and is chasing a bares of any 
kind. Then fire the gun one time. The 
puppy will probably stop his chase and 
look in your direction. Pay no attention 
to him but continue your walk. If he re- 
sumes his hunting, all is well and you 
may shoot again after a lapse of time. 
Never, however, shoot when he puppy is 
near you or coming toward you. And 
never shoot around him until he is chas- 
ing something. Should he stop hunting 
and come to you, pay no attention to him 
but continue your walk. Should he show 
signs of fear and comes to heel, still pay 
no attention to him and go on, acting 
as if nothing had happened. He will prob- 
ably regain his courage and resume hunt- 
ing. If he does, do not shoot around him 
again that day. 

Do not shoot over him the first time 
he makes a point. To do so, you run the 
risk of his becoming frightened by the 
gun’s report and associating this with the 


flush of the birds. Wait until he has had . 


more experience in finding and point- 
ing, or chasing, game birds. Don’t take 
a chance of undoing all your good work 
in one hasty action. Take it easy. This 
will pay off. 

When should he be introduced to game? 
As soon, and as often, as possible. Here’s 
one stage of training you can hardly 
overdo, in these days of comparative game 
shortages. Work the puppy in good game 
territory as often as possible and try to 
get him in contact with game just as often 
as you can. But don’t tire him out in 
any one workout in your desire to get 
him on game. 


If the puppy does not establish a 
definite point the first time he comes in 
contact with game, do not become dis- 
couraged. If he establishes any semblance 
of a point, some progress is made. Of 
course, it is best if he does not flush and 
chase the first birds he points, but such 
an error is only to be expected. The scent 
of his first game birds is fairly intoxicat- 
ing; it practicaly paralyzes him into a 
momentary point, and then there comes 
rushing into his brain the mad desire to 
dash into the birds and chase them. Sel- 
dom can he resist this temptation and 
the trainer should not worry if he follows 
his desires. For this is an indication of 
boldness and breeds for self-confidence. 
He will soon learn he canot catch them 
and will probably begin to point staunchly 
of his own accord. 

If this pointing instinct is particularly 
slow in asserting itself, you may encour- 
age it. Locate a covey of birds in a likely 
place or use a liberated bird. Attach a 
check cord some thirty feet long to the 
dog’s collar and work him toward the 
game, taking advantage of ‘the wind. 
Your task is to get your hands on the 
cord when he scents the game. You can 
then bring him to a stop before he makes 
the flush. Then go to him quickly, get 
your hands on him, stroke him down the 
back, repeating the word “Whoa” in a 
low and encouraging tone. If he shows 
no signs of stiffening up it may be that 
he is too far from the game birds, so 
work him up a bit closer. When he

These young pointers don’t have to be begged to eat—and the right diet will 
build them into great field dogs in the months ahead 


Inasmuch as just about all the sporting 
breeds are hearty eaters, the sportsman 
who keps one or two gun dogs at home 
doesn’t have much trouble satisfying the 
appetite of his canine pals. And now that 
invaluable research has been conducted 
on the food requirements of working dogs, 
it’s easy to figure out a healthful, nourish- 
ing and economical diet for them. 

I’ve owned many different gun dogs 
from the springer and the uncommon 
Clumber spaniel to retrievers and point- 
ing breeds, and tested many different 
kinds of diets. I’ve also visited many 
kennels to see how the most experinced 
trainers of gun dogs feed from a dozen 
to 70 dogs at one time. When all this 
information is sorted out, one fact stands 
out: 

There is no substitute for the scien- 
tifically prepared dry dog food as the 
backlog of the gun dog’s diet. It’s the most 
nourishing, well balanced food that can 
be offered hunting dogs and they thrive 
on it. These dry feeds contain many tested 
food items. 

Dr. Clive McKay, Professor of Nutrition 
of Cornell University, who has done years 
of research on prepared dog foods lists 14 
different food items in a “typical dry food 
formula” that he considers entirely satis- 
factory for feeding the dog from the time 
it is weaned. Among these items we notice 
meat meals, corn and wheat flakes, fish 
meal, cheese meal and others including 
irriated yeast. 

Some dog owners keep sound healthy 
dogs by feeding them practically nothing 
but a dry prepared food. Others use the 
dry foods for the bulk of the dog’s diet 
and occasionally add some canned dog 
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food. At one kennel which I visited re- 
cently, an establishment operated by a 
trainer with 40 years experience in raising 
and training dogs of many varieties, I 
noticed that in preparing the evening 
meal for some 50 spaniels, retrievers, set- 
ters, pointers and one or two Weimar- 
aners he mixed two different brands of 
dry food in a huge cooking kettle. A 
measured amount of water was added. 
Then to this he added some ground horse-~ 
meat. The entire mixture was heated 
slightly, allowed to cool, and the result 
was a moist but not sloppy feed. 

I feed my gun dogs in much the same 
way. I always have a dry food available. 
Today we owners have a wide choice of 
these dry foods for they come in hard 
crunchy pellets, in ribbon form, as hard 
biscuits, broken or kibbled biscuits, and 
meals. The best ones are mighty good 
because they've been tested on large 
numbers of dogs for years. 

Some nights I mix the dry food with 
a pound or more of ground meat, a hunk 
of fat, and a little water and cook it just 
a little. The result is a moist, rather 
crumbly mixture with plenty of nourish- 
ment and flavor for the dogs. I’ve never 
had one turn up his nose at this evening 
meal. Occasionally, instead of meat, I 
mix the dry food with some canned dog 
food. - 

Dr. Clive McKay says that meat meals, 
cheese meal, dry skimmed milk, dried 
buttermilk, soy bean meal, dry brewer’s 
yeast, fish meal and wheat germ meal 
are ingredients contributing both protein 
and flavor to dog foods. As a rule, he 
says, the dog utilizes three-fourths of the 
protein in meat scrap. 


For years I used to hear dog owners. 


blame diets and especially prepared foods | 


for skin diseases. Dr. McKay, after years” 
of study of canine nutrition, says: 

“Many attempts have been made to 
relate skin diseases to diet but no one has’ 
done so....In general .. . dogs that over 
eat and become very fat tend to develop 
skin diseases.” 

If you have a young gun dog that you're 
going to raise and perhaps train for field 
work, here are some practical and au- 
thentic suggestions on his meals: 

1. Puppies need to be fed three to five 
meals per day when they are very young. 
The larger number of feedings is pre- 
ferred, says Dr. McKay. The period when 
your young dog needs the largest amount 
of food corresponds to the time of his 
greatest growth—from his fourth week 
to about age six months. 

2. Any normal pup will grow and be 
well nourished on a diet of milk, pre-— 
pared dog food, some cod liver oil or 
vitamin concentrate, and a little cooked 
horse meat, beef, mutton or canned dog 
food added to the basic dry food ration.” 

3. A dog is not a vegetarian so his diet 
shouldn’t be loaded with mashed turnips, 
string beans and other vegetables. Some 
vegetables are all right, but not in large 
quantities. 

4. The older the pap gets, the less liquid 
in hissdiet and the more solids. For ex- 
ample, irradiated canned milk or fresh 
milk makes for sound teeth and bones so 
a small pup should lap up milk but good. 
Later the milk ration can be cut down as 
the meals become largely solids. 

5. The amount of food you give a pup 
varies because dogs are different in the 


way they can utilize food. Pups should ~ 


be kept plump but they always should 
lick their plates clean. 


6. Don’t waste your money on raw eggs. — 


The white of a raw egg isn’t digestible, 
says Dr. McKay, so why feed it to them? 
Slightly cooked eggs are a good food but 
not a must. 

7. Don’t overlook the value of some fat — 
in the dog’s diet. Fat is good for the thin 
dog if you want to put weight on him. 
Fat also makes for good health and a 
fine skin and coat. One of my veterinarian 
friends says that many a dog. scratches 
and scratches when he has no fleas or 
lice simply due to a dry skin which is 
caused by lack of enough fat in the diet. 
Bacon fat, suet, or pure lard are easily} 
digested by. dogs. 

8. If you are going to add a little meat 
to the prepared dog food diet, you can 
make it cooked heart, kidney, cheap cuts 
of beef, horsemeat, mutton, or even pork. 

9. Cooked cereals are okay in the dog’s 


diet. But why bother with these (unless _ 


they’re leftovers) because your dry pre-_

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pared food is much more nourishing with 
its cereal combinations. 

10. I get many letters telling me this or 
that owner’s dog likes bananas. Or maybe 
the dog is keen about cottage cheese or 
some other food we have in the home. 
Remember that dogs have lived with man 
so long that they now even go for foods 
eaten by humans. For example, my Lab- 
rador likes a piece of banana, will eat a 
segment of orange and goes for cheese in 
a big way. These items won’t hurt a dog 
if given as an extra tidbit by an indulgent 
owner or the children. Cheese, a grape 
or two, a piece of apple, and other similar 


items are not basic foods for dogs. But. 


an occasional taste of them won’t hurt 
your dog. 

In sizing up this whole food problem 
for the dog this point must not be over- 
looked: Laboratory tests have shown that 
in most of the better dry foods the dog 
utilizes from 70 to 80 per cent of the pro- 
tein in these foods. The small amounts of 
fat in the feeds are 90 per cent utilized. 
The cooked starches are more than 90 per 
cent digested. 

After giving due attention to the diet 
of the young gun dog, the owner must 
stress cleanliness, sunshine, and exercise. 
Keep the pens clean. And remember that 
the flea is more than just a nuisance. To 
permit fleas to exist on your dogs is to 
invite worm infestation. Ask your vet- 
erinarian to explain how the flea is a 
factor in one type of worm infestation. 

In hot weather when the flies are bad, 
rub some mosquito dope on the dogs that 
are outside in pens so they won't ge 
bitten. Housing is solved by a warm, dry, 
well ventilated place,and clean bedding. 
I scrub and spray my little kennel with 
a tick and flea killing liquid several 
times every summer and fall to make 
sure that these pests are eliminated.- The 
dogs also are dipped in tick killing liquid. 

Watch the dog’s bedding, too. I recall 
one spring when some straw in one sec- 
tion of the kennel got damp. One of the 
dogs picked up a fungus skin condition 
from this damp stuff. That taught me a 
lesson on clean, dry bedding. 

Above all, remember that excreta ac- 
cumulating in runs draws flies, and 
spreads disease and worm infestation. 
So, if we owners disregard the most im- 
portant sanitary measures, our efforts in 
dog care won’t get us very far. 

A hunting dog is not only a great com- 
panion but a hard worker and a faithful 
pal. He deserves the best food and the 
best care. He can have such food and 
care if we owners devote some time to 
both operations and also~study a little 
about how to feed a dog and keep it 
healthy. So to play safe and keep your 
dog strong and in good condition, why not 
read a handbook on general care and 
feeding? Many are available and they 
cost little. One sound book written by 
an authority costs less than a box of shells 
for the duck gun. Yet that investment 
may prolong the life of your dog through 
knowledge of sound diets and proper 
care.

Not too long ago I laid out a fair bundle 
of cash for a trained cooner. Trained 
coonhounds cost real money and it is the 
fond hope of every coon hunter to own 
at least one real one in a lifetime, and 
the simplest process toward ownership 
seems to venture forth with a fat purse 
to seek the man that owns the perfect 
hound and is willing to part with him 
for a certain amount of that do-re-mi. 
Actually, it is not that easy. 

First, just what constitutes a trained 
coonhound? It’s always amazed me to 
note the differences of opinion in man, 
especially when the talk gets around to 
houn’dawg talk. The hound that cost me 
plenty was a four-year-old, had been 
hunted hard and plenty, both singly and 
in a pack, was absolutely “straight” and 
solid at the tree. He had a voice that 
would please any lover of hound music, 
was a purebred, and he had better than 
a hundred coon to his credit. To top it 
all, he was a hound of my own breeding 
and purchased to enable me to continue

his bloodlines in my pack. His sire was 
one of the breed’s finest and a real one 
on any hunt; his dam was one of the 
better ones I have hunted. Sounds as 
though I had acquired one of those 
“dream hounds”, doesn’t it? Well, here’s 
what happened. 

The day he arrived at the kennels he 
went over a six-foot fence and was on 
the loose. Fortunately, he stayed within 
range and I saw him now and then as he 
roamed the countryside. At times I was 
near enough to call him by name but at 
the very mention of his monicker he 
headed for the next township. I tried to 
box him in a fence corner but woven 
wire topped with three strands of barb 
meant nothing to him, 

How’d I finally collar this renegade? It 
was easy! One dark night I listened to 
the treeing cry of a hound, so with 
lanterns and a prayer I set out. Sure 


enough, here was our trained cooner hung 


up at the base of a_big oak which had a 
coon high in its branches. With a chain 


barn door to prove their worth in treeing these cagey animals 
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collar on him I started for home—and a 
training job. 

Is this what you call a trained cooner? 
Not in my book! Sure, I want my hounds 
to run coon—and nothing but coon. I 
want them solid at the tree just as this 
one proved to be. But this is just one 
phase of training the cooner. I’m not one 
of those birds that is satisfied to have the 
hound take me hunting and to rely upon 
him to tell me when I can head for home. 
I hear many of the boys tell how their 
hounds hunted all night and of how the 
“missus” gave ’em tar paper the next 
day on account of missing a day’s work 
too. My hounds and I, well, we’re hunting 
partners. We understand each other, we 
have a well rounded respect for each— 
and it all adds up to better hunting. 


It has been my experience that the 
man who has one of those “dream 
hounds” usually acquired his hound as a 
pup or yearling. If you check closely on 
this owner you’ll discover that he is a 
wise and patient man. Even though he 
may live at the fork of the creek and has 
a ready need for folding money you'll 
soon discover that his hound cannot be 
had at any price. You can bet that this 
man has a deep rooted love for his hound 
and I’ll wager that it is not a one-way 
affair either. 


More hounds are ruined the first year 
of their lives than you'll find running 
and treeing the second year simply be- 
cause their owners are too anxious to 
have them treeing before they have their 
eye teeth. Unfortunately, there’s no set 
rule governing the age to start training 
a young hound. It all depends upon the 
hound. So before you start making plans 
you'd better get to know your pup. Some 
pups mature at a much more tender age 
than others with the result that it is 
more a matter of development than of 
birthdays. Illustrative of this fact is one 
youngster of my pack that treed his first 
coon at the age of seven and a half 
months. Let me hasten to point out that 
this same youngster was in the show ring 
at this same age and took “best of breed” 
honors that day. In other words, this pup 
simply matured in both mind and body 
much earlier than the average dog. 


Qn the other hand, I have another 
promising youngster that is thirteen 
months of age. He is a big, handsome fel- 
low, still roly-poly fat, and with all the 
manners of a pup. It is futile even to 
start thinking of training this dog for 
either hunt or show. I’m satisfied just to 
let him grow and develop for now. But 
I'll wager that when the day does come, 
he will be a dandy. So again I say “get 
to. know your pup.” 


If the owner of a young hound will 
spend his first few months of ownership 
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getting acquainted and learning the char- 
acteristics of the pup, he will profit. In 
turn, the pup will have a better under- 
standing of the desires and methods used 
by his master. And let’s not overlook the 
fact that all of us differ more than a little 
in our handling and hunting methods. In 
fact, hunting conditions differ widely over 
the nation. The game my hounds are 
called upon to trail and tree range from 
coon to fox, bear, deer, bobcat, lynx, and 
lion. I have sold hounds to be used on 
peccary even. 

During this period when we are study- 
ing our young hopefuls, let’s take them 
afield. I enjoy taking a few youngsters 
for an afternoon walk through the wood- 
lots, across the open fields and to skirt 
the marshlands. It gives them the op- 
portunity to explore the wide world and 
to develop their noses. Mother Nature 
endowed the good earth with scores of 
scents and odors that will interest the 
young hound and it is great sport just to 
observe the youngsters on these daytime 
hikes. In turn, good feet and taut muscles 
are developed. This is also the time to 
teach obedience in a hound and a hound 
that is not obedience-trained is not a 
trained hound. 

’ Ever own a hound that would not come 

in when you wanted to change hunting 
grounds or wanted to head for home? 
This obedience training job is simple 
when you start with a youngster. I carry 
a pocketful of kebbles on every jaunt 
afield and reward the youngsters at every 
opportunity. When you first venture out, 
the young dogs will not range very far 
and will have a tendency to back-check 
with you as if looking for moral support 
for their explorations. As they become 
bolder and range farther you will have to 
increase the range of the voice. It is 
obvious, to the novice even, that this is 
the opportune time to introduce the hunt- 
ing horn to the pup. 

New hnuting companions are always 
interested in the way my hounds talk 
back and forth with me. On one of those 
nights when the game is not plentiful it 
is next to impossible to know just where 
the hounds are working unless they are 
trained to the horn. At times such as this 
I blow long, low notes on the horn and in 
turn the hounds will let forth a few 


glorious notes of their own. When I've. 


had enough of the night, or the hunt, I 
sound a series of short, chopping notes 
on the horn and in some minutes have 
the pack at my side. You have probably 
guessed the futility of using the horn 
when the hounds are in full cry or giving 
forth with their song at the tree. Then is 
the time to discard the horn entirely if 
you find that it slows you down in getting 
to the tree they have marked. 


When the pup is of “high school” age 
it begins to acquire some good common 
sense. Let’s assume that this pup is con- 
ditioned, has attained his nearly full 
growth, has his obedience training and is 
broke to the horn. He is accustomed to 
people and other hounds, he knows the 
feel of the good earth and the scent it 
holds. If this is the case, the youngster is 
ready for serious training for the hunt. 
Here is also the place for the arguments 
to start between houndmen. For there are 
no doubt many successful ways to train a 
hound. I’ve read of one owner living in 
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This live coon is Mr. Stringer’s capable assistant. He’s making a trail for some 
young “‘trainees’”’ to follow 


a small town hotel that trained his hound 
by dragging an entwined wiener around 
the village square each night for his pup 
to trail. I will not vouch for this method, 
however. 

With my hounds I like to start them 
off to a lead coon. This method puts them 
on the right scent in a hurry. Just keep 
in mind, however, that this can be over- 
done for it does not take a smart pup 
long to associate the scent of the man 
handling the lead with that of the coon. 
In my training I use an old coon that ap- 
parently picked up some of this obedience 
stuff from the hounds. This old fellow will 
scamper off through the woods without 
lead or a desire to be free permanently. 
He will circle, tap trees, play in the 
marsh waters, and occasionally tree. After 
a bit of this he will settle down and await 
us and our basket for the ride back to his 
pen. 

I no longer leave this rascal in the tree 
while the pups work out the trail for I 
well remember the time he came down 
the tree into a brace of youngsters. When 
it was over I was fairly well chewed up 
by the pups. Just try being at the base of 
a tree with some eager pups and a rough 
neck coon and try to keep each from 
dismembering the other! 

Once the pup is established on coon 


scent it is time to start him on the actual 
hunt. ‘Without a doubt, the simplest 
method of training from here on in is to 
run him with an older dog. This is, 
assuming that you have an older dog to 
run him with, near to being faultless. Just 
remember that your pup is quite apt to 
pick up and larn the oldster’s faults as 
well as his virtues. These early hunts 
should not be too long in duration as the 
youngster will give out with far more 
energy than the older hounds, for such is 
youth in man or beast. 

A good heady pup will usually develop 
into a bétter cooner if he is run alone. 
This system requires more understanding 
and patience on the part of the owner but 
it does result in the youngster finding the 
answers and the “why for” to the antics 
of the coon. Every: back-check, false tap; 
or trip downstream by the masked bandit 
offers a new problem to be figured out. 
If he is hunted alone he will reason out 
the answers rather than have them 
pointed out by the Master hunting at his 
side. 

Superb cooners don’t develop until 
they’re three years of age; Master 
Cooners are at their best at five. So get 
that pup and have patience

shows unmistakable signs of recognizing 
game scent, check him again, and stroke 
him gently, cautioning him with the 
word “Whoa.” This time he will most 
likely respond by stiffening up into a 
point. 

This is the situation the trainer has 
been waiting for. With one hand on the 
collar, stroke him with the other hand 
from his shoulders to the tip of his tail, 
raising the tail above the level of the 
back. Presently grasp the dog by the 
root of the tail and raise him slowly and 
gently off his hind feet, lowering him into 
position again. Then gently press for- 
ward against his hindquarters, still keep- 
ing one hand on his collar to prevent his 
breaking. He will probably resist the 
pressure and settle back against it. When 
he shows this inclination, you have ac- 
complished much toward bringing him 
to a degree of staunchness. 

Do not go too far with him in the first 
lesson. Handle him gently for awhile, 
particularly if he seems to enjoy it. Then 
step forward, or have an assistant step 
forward, and flush the birds. If he is in- 
clined to be timid the least bit, let him 
break and chase. If he is bold, independ- 
ent and headstrong, it will be best to try 
to keep him from breaking, if you can do 
so without frightening him in any way. 

Remember he'll long remember the 
flush of the first birds he pointed staunch- 
ly, so if he gets away from you don’t 
worry about it. If you can restrain him, 
be sure to make much of him, petting 
him and praising him. Then you’re well 
on your way to developing him into the 
dog you want him to be. 

Go easy with him in all stages. Correct 
him only when it is necessary and then 
never with a show of temper. Don’t just 
make a hunting dog out of him. Make 
him your pal and your friend. And 
you'll cultivate an unfaltering love that 
money cannot buy. Never forget one 
thing . . . patience and persistence pay 
big dividends in bird dog training.

Knowing how your rifle performs with the load 
you favor is only half the battle; the rest is hitting 
‘killing’ areas as a guarantee for clean kills

One of the most successful cat hunters 
Tve ever known used a Colt .22 Woods- 
man as his mountain lion gun. For bob- 
cats, too. His cat-hunting philosophy was 
simple, sound and satisfying—to him, 
especially. To me, it was a dash of cold 
water on all of the ballistical data that 
crammed the pigeonholes of my hunting 
mind. Maybe it'll be a refresher to you, 
too. 

“When I smack one of those oversized 
kitties with a hollow-point .22 I’m doing 
three things” he said. “First, the little 
pop of the handgun doesn’t scare that 
cat into jumping out and running some 
place else, where my dogs and I will have 
a bad time following. Second, I punch a 
good hole through both lungs so it bleeds 
out and dies while it’s still up that tree. 
Third, when it does fall, it tumbles like a 
sack of meal, without a twitch of life that 
might hurt one of my hounds.” 

What he was actually saying was that 
no other killing area compared with the 
lungs for a sure kill, while allowing con- 
siderable sighting error. That heart, spine 
or brain-shot. cats were whirling der- 
vishes of clashing fangs and roundhouse 
swipes with claw-encrusted paws while 
they’re suddenly shedding all of their 
nine lives. And that the insignificant re- 
port of the .22 seldom spooked the cat 
into premature flight. For his job that 
Colt Woodsman was tops. 

The more I thought about it the more I 
liked his cat-killing philosophy, and the 
more dissatisfied I was with some hun- 
dreds of thousands of words of rifle- 
hunting advice I’ve read. Most of those 
words were penned by riflemen who had 
pet theories to expound and felt theirs 
came closest to finding universal appli- 
cation. But while this is fine fodder for 
argument, aren’t we losing sight of the 
simplest fundamentals of rifle hunting— 
to put the critter down with the least 
theory and greatest possible certainty? 

That’s what that cat hunter was doing. 
He wasn’t killing his predators with a 
barrage of ballistics, nor a ton of trajec- 
tory data. He was doing the job cleanly, 
surely, and very, very dead. That last 
is important! 

I have very scant patience with the 
big-game hunter who once he has zeroed 
his pet game-getter at 300 yards, thinks 
it’s entirely up to the rifle to do the rest. 
And I’ve no more use for the guy who 
carries an elephant gun to slay a wee 
150-pound whitetail, or wants to experi- 
ment on elk or moose with a .220 Swift, 
or the like. There’s too dad-gummed 
much experimentation going on already 
on our big-game animals. I, for one, 


would like to see hunters put more stock — 


in the sound advice offered by ammuni- 
tion manufacturers as to which caliber is 
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suitable for which species of game, and 
use it. 


Next, I feel that a hunter should know 
his rifle—thoroughly; know what its 
trajectory is at 100, 200 and 300 yards, 
or further if he’s using a rifle which is 
capable of satisfactory performance be- 
yond these ranges, and also know what 
his bullets are apt to do at any of these 
ranges. He should know these facts so 
thoroughly that he instinctively comes up 
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uthor with a whitetail killed with a 130-grain Korelokt 


with the answer to any problem arising 
during his big-game excursion. 


One of the things I’ll argue about until 
I can no longer squeeze a trigger is the 
common conception that a big-game rifle 
should be zeroed at or near the maximum 
range at which it is likely to be used. 
The theory ‘behind it is that the highest 
point of its bullet trajectory is still low 
enough so it will, as Charley McCarthy 
says, “Mow ’em down!” That is, it will 
if the. critters are anywhere between the 
muzzle and that maximum range, plus 
a few extra yards. Such theory makes 
fine time-wasting talk and its application 
allows even such a nationally-famous 
wooden-head as Mortimer Snerd to get 
his game without over-exerting his brain. 

Contrary to the “zero at maximum 
range” gun dope you’ve been absorbing 
for years, let me suggest this change: zero 
at moderate range, short enough so you 
can estimate it easily and quite accurately, 
and then memorize your trajectory fig- 
ures for all major ranges beyond that

zero, in point of the center of impact of 
the bullets at your zero range. For nearly 
90 per cent of our big game is killed at 
ranges far below maximum; only an oc- 
casional animal is slain at the ranges you 
read about. That’s what makes such shots 
newsworthy—their rarity. 

As an example of what I suggest, let’s 
take the nationally-popular .30-06, using 
180-grain bullets which hold up very 
well at all reasonable hunting ranges. If 
the rifle is zeroed at 100 yards, this load 
will be less than .75” high anywhere 
along its route between muzzle and 100 
yards, a scant 3.0” low at 200 yards, and 
only 7.25 low at 300 yards. The soft-point, 
180-grain, .30-06 bullet is ample medicine 
for all North American big game and has 
the added advantage of holding to a 
slightly flatter trajectory, while main- 
taining a higher velocity, than the 220- 
grain soft-point used over similar ranges. 

If you insist on using the slower 220- 
grain bullet, all you have to remember is 
that it performs almost identically to the 
180-grain up to 300 yards, and that its 
lower velocity means that it will deliver 


more of its energy in the game target. ° 


The 300-yard trajectory of the 220-grain 
is a scant two inches more than that of 
the 180-grain, and few hunters can hold 
closer than that at that range. 

With your .30-06 zeroed at 100 yards 
all you have to remember is that at 200 
yards you must hold 3.0” high to hit 
right on the button, or hold 7.25” high 
at 300 yards to be right on. These are 
settings for iron sights, which are con- 
siderably closer to the bore than scope 
sights. Because of somewhat varying 
heights above the bore at which scopes 
are mounted, their trajectory figures 
vary from one rifle-and-scope outfit to 
the next. Such higher mountings also 
reduce the difference in the point of im- 
pact at 100 and 200 yards. I have zeroed 
scope-sighted rifles of .30-06 and .270 
caliber where the point of impact was 
dead on at 100 yards and was then less 
than an inch off at 200 yards, so the rifle 
could be used for virtually point-blank 
hits up to about 225 yards, excepting only 
the first 60 yards or so, where the bullet 
flight was upward to intersect with the 
line of sight. 

The beauty of setting your rifle sights 
at 100 yards is that almost anyone can 
find a range of that length and can see 
what he is doing at that distance, without 
long and numerous trips from shooting 
point to the target stand and back again. 
A pair of binoculars or a spotting scope 
will spot your bullet holes at that range 
if you’re using iron sights; if you’re using 
scope sights you may be able to spot your 
hits with that, saving even those 100-yard 
jaunts. - 

Let’s examine the .270 along the same 
lines of thought. The 130-grain bullet in 
this caliber rises only slightly over .5” 
above the line of aim from muzzle to 100 
yards. Zeroed at that range it will then be 
2.0”low at 200 yards and 4.5” low at 300 
yards. Thus if you want to iron-sight 
your .270 for 200 or 300 yards, here’s how 
you proceed: using the 130-grain bullet, 
a point of impact 2.0” high at 100 yards 
puts it dead on at 200 yards; or a point of 
impact 4.5” high at 100 yards will put you 
dead on at 300 yards. Using the 150-grain 
bullet, a grouping 3.0” high at 100 yards 


' 


will put you on at 200 yards; or groupin 
8.0” high at 100 yards will put you on 
300 yards. See how ridiculously simple it 
is? 

This method is equally easy for any 
caliber you want to zero. Merely ascertain 
the ballistics of the load you are going to 
use, handloads included, and use 100 
yards of shooting range to zero your 
smoke-pole at any pre-selected range 
you choose. 

Take the common .30-30, of which there 
are more rifles in hunters’ hands than 
any other single caliber, and the highly 
popular 170-grain load for it. Using this 
plan you can zero it for point-blank hits 
at 100 yards, with the bullet rising only 
slightly over an inch in its flight from 
muzzle to target. It will then hit 4.5” low 
at 200 yards, and 12” low at 300 yards. 
Thus, if you want to zero it for 200 yards, 
the center of your 100-yard group should 
be 4.5” high; if for 300 yards, it should 
be grouping about a point approximately 
a foot above your 100-yard aiming point. 

If, like many of the hunters in my own 
western backyard, you feel you prefer 
to sight in at long ranges, you may easily 
do so but you must then. reverse the 
trajectory figures you memorize for the 
shorter ranges. Thus the 180-grain .30-06 
bullet that is hitting on the point-of-aim 
button at 300 yards will be 7.25” high at 
200 yards, and 3.0” high at 100 yards. 
And the popular 130-grain load for the 
.270, when zeroed to hit the point of aim. 
at 300 yards, will be 4.5” high at 200 
yards, and 2.0” high at 100 yards. Finally, 
the 170-grain bullet in the .30-30, when 
zeroed to hit the 300-yard zero, will be 
12.0” high at 200 yards, and 4.5” high at 
100 yards. Simple as pie, either way! All 
you have to remember is the amount high 
your bullet will strike at shorter ranges 
when your rifle is zeroed at 300 yards, 
or the amount low your bullet will strike 
at the longer ranges when the rifle is 
zeroed at 100 yards. 

My suggestion, to zero hunting rifles on 
the point of aim at shorter than maximum 


ranges at which shots at game are antici- 


pated, is soundly based on these three 
facts: First, far more game is both shot 
at and killed at shorter than at maximum 
ranges, thus your short-range zeroing is 
much more frequently usable. Second, 
the game at short range is often spooky 
and the killing shot must be delivered 
quickly, with little time to remember 
how much high your rifle shoots at such 
short range. Third, the average tendency 
of hunters is to shoot high when excited, 
or in a hurry. Thus, if your sight settings 
are already high, and then excitement 
causes you to also shoot high, you will 
often shoot cleanly over your target. But 
if your rifle is zeroed at short range, 
even if you then “get the buck” and hold 
higher than you should, that short-range 
zeroing will counteract your normal ten- 
dency to deliver your bullets too high 
to kill. 

It is this ignoring of simple psychology 
that leads many of us to merely cripple 
game, when it should have been felled in 
its tracks. And it is a laxity in memoriz- 
ing a few simple figures of bullet trajec- 
tory that leads us to zero our rifles at 
extreme ranges, hoping that we then 
have an all-range zero which is expected 
to compensate for our failings. Believe 
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me, there is no panacea for rifle-hunting 
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ills any more than there is any magic 
cure-all for any of our physical ailments. 
What cures one ailment is often a curse 
when used on another—in rifle marks- 
manship, too. 


Despite the ease with which such zero- 
ing is done, literally thousands of big- 
game hunters traipse off to the woods 
without the faintest idea of where their 
rifles are shooting. Some of them pick 
a rock of undeterminate size, at a guess- 
timated range, spang some hot lead at it, 
listen admiringly as ricocheting slugs 
howl off into the wilderness, and go 
satisfiedly back to the cabin for snake- 
bite treatment. Some of them get so 
interested in treating that snake that 
they don’t get around. to picking out 
such a rock while they yet can see it! 


The following morning the whole kit 


and caboodle of them get to deer hunting. 
They haven’t completely recovered from 
that snake-bite treatment, and maybe 
their consciences are giving them a dig 
or two about those unzeroed rifles but, 
what the hell, there’re plenty of deer in 
the woods! 


So, when they see a nice buck they up 
and... well, where would you hold with 
a rifle that you haven’t ever fired? I see. 
Well, maybe they’re a mite uncertain 
about it, too. But they gotta do some- 
thing. Can’t just let a buck go! Shoot ’im! 
So they up and cut loose. Maybe they 
even kill the buck. If they do, that’s 
fine; that’s sure a load off my mind. If 
they don’t, that’s a load off my mind, too; 
as long as they miss it completely. 


But there are just enough of those 
jokers who are good enough shots, or 
cursed by Dame Fortune’s ugly sister, 
Misfortune, to hold somewhere in the 
neighborhood of that buck’s whatcha- 
maycallit—and hit him there, too. 
Whaddyaknow about that? First time 
that hunter shot that rifle and just look 
at all the blood on the leaves. See? Here, 
and here, and here; he went thataway! 


That about ends that disgraceful epi- 
sode, too. For if a hunter is slipshod 
enough to ignore sighting in a rifle, he 
is a cinch for failing to trail a wounded 
buck, unless he comes upon it within the 
first few dozen yards. Too, you can de- 
pend on his going right on with the hunt, 
without so much as another thought to 
finding out where his rifle is shooting. 
Shucks, what for? Hit one buck, didn’t 
he? No reason why he can’t hit another, 
is there? 

Of course one of the reasons that many 
game hunters do slipshod work in the 
woods is because they’re not anatomic- 
ally minded. Ask ’em if a deer’s lungs are 
this big, or tha-a-a-at big, and they'll 
make a guess. But if you ask them to 
indicate the size of those lungs they’re 
stuck. They don’t know. So, how can 
they shoot at something when they don’t 
have any idea what size that something 
is supposed to be? They know the lungs 
are some smaller than the buck, because 
they fit inside the critter, but whether 
they fiill him from brisket to buskin, or 
from brisket to diaphragm, they don’t 
know. Their physiology fails them. 

“One shot, one buck; two shots, one 
buck, maybe; three shots, no buck!” the 
time-honored imaginary Indian guide’s

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formula for determining hunting success 
by volume of gunfire is based on physical 
as well as physiological fact. It means that 
a buck that requires more than one shot 
to down him is likely one that is traveling 
in overdrive and thus likely to be missed, 
as well as the fact that a thoroughly 
spooked animal is one that is exceed- 
ingly hard to kill. If a hunter misses his 
first shot he is quite likely to fling others 
haphazardly, with even slimmer chances 
of connecting. 

The physiological factor is two-fold. 
Fright pumps adrenalin into the blood 
stream, energizing the buck beyond its 
usual speed and increasing its durability 
in resisting shock due to injury. And it 
also acts as a haemostatic agent, which 
tends to arrest or retard hemmorhage. 
Thus a badly scared buck can take and 
survive—for a time at least—wounds 
that would drop an unfrightened animal 
in its tracks. 

During the past three years I’ve been 
an onlooker while 14 head of big game— 
including antelope, deer, elk, bighorn 
sheep and mountain goat—were killed. 
Eleven of these were dropped with a 
single bullet apiece and included every one 
of these species except goats, and one elk. 
On the average I would say that none of 
the animals killed with one shot moved 
20 yards from where they were hit. Not 
one of them was frightened before being 
shot and thus died almost instantly. 

The bull elk that was multiple shot also 
was unfrightened and it is more than 
likely that he would have succumbed to 
a single bullet. But he was facing in the 
direction of a perfect devil’s nest of 
jumbled rock slabs and we wanted to 
drop him before he got into it and in- 
creased our butchering chores. Too, he 
was shot three times with a Savage .250- 
3,000, which is definitely not gun enough 
for elk. Not one of the three 100-grain 
bullets carried through the animal, shot 
through the lungs on broadside shots. 

The two animals that were definitely 
spooked and moving were a pair of 
mountain goats. One was rousted out of 
his bed by a bullet that smacked the rock 
wall above him. He took six soft-nosed 
slugs before he finally piled up. The 
second, spooked by the gunfire which 
downed his fellow billy, tackled a 
brutally steep slide some 400 yards away, 
and started climbing. Six shots were re- 
quired on him, too, though only three of 
them scored, every one through the lung 
cavity. 

The lungs, besides being the largest 
killing target area and thus the surest of 
being perfectly hit, are so extensive that 
only occasionally does the big game 
hunter have to go elsewhere for his kill- 
ing shots. Broadside, a lung shot spoils 
no meat and the animal has little chance 
to live longer than you can hold your 
breath, which is approximately two 
minutes as a maximum. If the heart, a 
much smaller target and correspondingly 
harder to hit, were struck it wouldn’t 
put your game animal down more surely. 
I have never heard of a lung-shot deer 
traveling 100 yards; heart-shot bucks 
that go that far, in a blind sprint of 
death, are common.

” is achieved by making rifle barrels long 


enough to produce good performance in 
point of velocity and accuracy and keep 
muzzle blast within reasonable confines, 
yet are short enough to be easily handled 
for their intended purposes. Finally, 
enough copies of the rifle are produced so 
the tooling job does not have to be 
charged against only a few costly rifles. 
Sportsmen intending to buy such com- 
mercial rifles, or have custom jobs fash- 
ioned to their specific needs, often decide 
on a caliber on the basis of velocity, en- 
ergy and trajectory figures shown in bal- 
listics tables. If the commercial barrel 
lengths do not suit them they have them 
shortened and, if they have custom bar- 


‘rels made, they may order them shorter 


than the commercial lengths, sometimes 
with a twist that varies from that com- 
mercially available. 

For many years it has been accepted 
belief that shortening barrels from com- 
mercial lengths automatically reduced 
velocity at the guesstimated rate of 25 
foot-seconds of muzzle velocity for every 
inch whacked off the commercial barrel 
lengths of all calibers which approach 
3,000 foot-seconds of velocity. Recently 
Phil Sharpe knocked that idea into a 
cocked hat by reporting, in American 
Rifleman, that an experiment performed 
by himself, Tom Florich and Bert Shay 
proved “through the variety of loads 
tested, that velocities in the legal com- 
mercial lengths of barrels covering the 
requirements of the hunter and target 
rifleman, do not drop at the accepted 
rule-of-thumb standard glibly listed as 
‘25 - foot - seconds - per - inch’ (of barrel 
length removed). It will be seen that the 
drop (in muzzle velocity) between 20 
and 30 inches_rarely ran to half that fig- 
ure.” I might add that the continued re- 
moval of barrel length from 20 inches on 
down to the minimum of 9 inches re- 
ported—which I am duty-bound to warn 


-must not be indulged in by the general 


public since a barrel length of 18 inches 
is the minimum length that federal regu- 
lations will countenance—did appreciably 
reduce the muzzle-velocity, even beyond 
the rule-of-thumb previously mentioned. 
But, as Phil Sharpe reported, the blast 
and recoil of such: exceedingly short bar- 
rels was simply murderous to the shooter 
and will hardly be popular. 


After Shortening a Barrel 


Of course shortening a barrel from the 
commercial lengths on which all ballis- 
tical performance is based will increase 
the muzzle blast and the recoil. But it is 
not necessarily true that accuracy suf- 
fers as the barrel is shortened. General 
reports of extensive shooting with short 
barrels indicated that such increased blast 
and recoil may beat up the shooter to the 
point where he no longer shoots as ac- 
curately, but that is a shooter failing and 
not inherent in a shortened barrel. 

This will answer the queries of pistol 
and revolver shooters, many of whom se- 
lect longer and more cumbersome hand- 
guns for sporting shooting in the belief 
that the longer tubes are more accurate. 
They are not, since repeated tests in 
bench and machine rests indicate there is

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no discernible difference in accuracy be- 
tween short and long handgun barrels. 
Of course the longer sighting plane be- 
tween the front and rear sights of such 
longer barrels often enables the shooter 
to use them more accurately, simply be-

cause any irregularities in sighting are ~ 
more readily apparent and correction can ~ 


be made for them. But if you can hold 
’em, short-barreled handguns are on a 
par with those boasting longer barrels. 
Incidentally, the longer-sighting-plane 
idea is also employed in trap shooting, 
though shotgun barrels can be bored for 
equally good patterns in lengths shorter 
than the 30 inches generally used for such 
gunning. 

So, provided you do not mind the in- 
creased blast and recoil, shortening the 
barrel length of a rifle from the commer- 


cially recommended lengths will rarely ” 


affect its muzzle-velocity or accuracy to 
a discernible degree. Of course you can’t 
get such shortened barrels from commer- 
cial firearms concerns; you'll have to 
have your rifle barrel shortened else- 
where. But if you, like me, prefer a barrel 
length that doesn’t get snagged in brush 
and comes more readily out of a saddle 
scabbard, go to it. ’ve only one warning: 
your point of impact may change, so be 
sure that you carefully ascertain your 
zero before you take a payoff shot with a 
shortened barrel. 

Varmint hunters, making stalks meas- 
ured by the tens of yards as compared to 
the long-range stalks often made by tro- 
phy hunters, generally do not mind com- 
mercial barrel lengths. Too, they often 
hunt in pairs and any increased blast is 
disconcerting to the spotter of the mo- 
ment. So the barrel lengths of the popular 
varminters generally range from 24 to 26 
inches. The .218 Bee, .22 Hornet, .250-3,000 
and .257 Roberts all use the shorter 
length, while the .219 Zipper, .220 Swift 
and the new .222 all own 26-inch barrels. 

Game hunting rifles are much more 
prone to own convenient barrel lengths, 
some of the carbines in popular use going 
as low as 18 or 20 inches. Most modern 
commercial calibers range between 24 
and 26 inches of barrel length, simply be- 
cause they are made to protect the aver- 
age shooter from blast and recoil. But 
the hunter who doesn’t mind that—and in 
the excitement of shooting af game many 
hunters, myself included, seldom notice 
either—can use a barrel length that is 
most convenient with the assurance that 
it will produce no discernible loss of 
either accuracy or velocity. —B. P. 


Shortening and Crowning 
Rifle Barrels 


One of the most important things to re~ 
member in shortening rifle barrels is that 
the rifling must be snug about the bullet 
as it leaves the muzzle in order to main- 
tain accuracy. If the fit isn’t snug, the 
escaping gas will tend to tip the bullet so 
it will be delivered to free flight in a 
slightly tipped position, resulting in ex~ 
cessive wobble and inaccuracy. So, be- 
fore you go about shortening any barrel 
that is delivering accurate results, it 
should be slugged to make certain that 
the fit is tight, especially the last two 
or three inches of the muzzle end of the 
contemplated new barrel length. 
Another important factor in preserving 
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the accuracy of the rifle barrel is to 
crown it properly so that the rifling at the 
muzzle is not inadvertently damaged. 
Some rifles come from the factory with 
the muzzles crowned on the lathe and if 
such barrels are shortened, the crowning 
should be replaced. —B. P. 


Why Doubles Are Costly 


My good friend Lou Smith, of Ithaca Gun 
Company, wrote me such a fine explana- 
tion of why modern double shotguns cost 
so much that I am taking the liberty of 
quoting his letter, verbatim. 

Lou says, in part: “. .. we have discon- 
tinued all doubles. The trade wants a 
good double at the pre-war price, and it 
cannot be produced. For more than a 
half-century the repeater has been slow- 
ly but surely pushing the double off the 
map and the demand for a good repeater 
today is more than 25 times as great as 
the demand for a good double. Put it an- 
other way; a good double cannot be pro- 
duced at a price which will give the 
manufacturer volume enough so he can 
break even or make the necessary operat- 
ing profit. 

“When you stop to think about it and 
remember that the double has two bar- 
rels, the standard pumpgun only one; the 
double has a top and bottom rib, two 
ribs, while the pump has none; two locks 
on the double and only one on the pump; 
the pump ejects its own shells, while a 
good automatic ejector on a double is a 
complicated piece of engineering and 
costs a whale of a lot to produce; the 
pump has a single trigger which costs 
nothing extra, while a good single trigger 
on a double is a complicated and ex- 
pensive gadget with a lot of small, deli- 
cate parts to get out of order, and even 


_a two-trigger double is much more com- 


plicated than the single trigger on a 
pump; when you consider all of these 
factors you begin to understand why the 
cost of building a good double is sky- 
high. In fact, the cost of building guns of 
any kind today is well over twice the 
amount they cost before the war.” 

Lou Smith has always been known for 
his reluctance toward pulling any punch- 
es. If he tells you something is so, rely on 
it. In this instance he has brought his 
wide experience to bear on a trend in 
shotgun popularity that has not pre- 
viously been much publicized. —B. P.

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Bait Casting for Bass 


With an assortment of surface, diving and sinking 
artificial plugs and spoons you have the ingredients 
for a successful jaunt after battling largemouths

Whether it was a carelessly thrown match 
box, cigar butt or a firecracker that drew 
a vicious strike from a bass and thus gave 
birth to the use of wooden plugs with 
hooks attached to it as a bass lure is a 
matter of conjecture but we can be sure 
the inventive angler who first caught 
bass with a plug really started something. 
With the development of the multiplying 
reel about a century ago the sport was 
born. 
bass fishing the country’s most popular 
type of angling but there’s no question 
that bass made the sport of bait casting 
great. Bass, whether largemouth or 
smallmouth, are essentially a bait caster’s 
fish. They combine hunger, curiosity and 
just plain cussedness in a perfect mixture 
to demand the widest range of artificial 
lures used for any game fish. 

The developments of the various types 
of casting lures has been interesting to 
watch even though it was moving along 
at a good rate when I started looking. 
Not too many anglers remember the old 
Tango diving plugs that always seemed 
to scrape bottom on the retrieve, the 
Decker revolving head floaters or the 
hosts of crackle-finish sinking plugs with 
fore and aft spinners which were once so 
popular. 

Some of the old timers like the Bass- 
Oreno, Dardevl, Pikie Minnow, etc. are 
still in the swim and seemingly as popu- 
lar as ever but every year more new 
plugs are originated and destined to gain 
permanence. The Bass-Oreno with its 
grooved head is typical of the simplicity 
of the first wooden plugs. Now some- 
body’s invented one in the shape of a 
frog that can be loaded with a chemical 
pellet which causes it to move its legs 
and swim back to the surface each time 
it sinks to a given depth. I can remem- 
ber when a fellow with a dozen different 
plugs had a spread to be proud of. An 
assortment like that would only rattle 
around in today’s tackle boxes. 

We're still inventing plugs, wobbling 
spoons, and other lures in search for 
something with an irresistible attraction 
for the bass. It looks as if it is as for- 
lorn a hope as ever. Although all lures 
seem to take bass at some times none will 
take them all of the time. That brings up 
the question of what makes a bass take a 
plug? Those who even come close to 
guessing the answer are pretty good bass 
fishermen. Bass are as unpredictable as 
any other fish. To understand them, even 
partially, is to be able to catch them con- 
sistently enough to provide top sport. 

Bait casting lures are divided into three 
general classifications. They are either 
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Bait casting may not have made. 


surface lures, diving lures or sinking 
lures. The first group float when at rest 
and stay on the surface for the retrieve. 
The second group float when at rest but 
dive under the surface when retrieved. 
The final group sink when at rest and 
stay under the surface when reeled in. 


Surface lures are most productive when 
fished slowly with frequent periods of 
total inactivity. They should be allowed 
to remain motionless for from two to

ever, are not always effective. 
at their best when the water is smooth. 


As the water increases its roughness their ~ 
effectiveness drops rapidly. Surface plugs ~ 


work well when bass are seen breaking 
the water in their feeding or where weeds 
are thick beneath the surface but the top 
water is clear. Surface lures work well 
at night but at night the angler must 
strike quickly at the sound since, if the 
plug is floating freely, there may be no 
pressure on the line and the darkness 
hides the splash from sight. 

A good stunt to use when fishing with 


surface lures is to retrieve with a high ~ 


line. To accomplish this the rod should 
be held vertically and as high as possible 
so the line will go directly from rod tip 
to the lure without touching the water. 
There is then no telltale line streak on 
the water leading to the plug and warn- 
ing the wary fish that it has a connection 
with the boat. With the high line re- 


trieve the lure may have to. move a little ©

And cast your lure several times before giving up on such a spot. Late in the 
evening a surface lure probably would turn the trick in such water ; 


twenty seconds after they strike the water 
and then given a brief twitch or two with 
the rod. Alternate short periods of reel- 
ing and waiting on the retrieve will draw 
the most stfikes and they’re as likely to 
come in the middle of one of the periodic 
pauses as they are while the plug is in 
motion. Many an angler has had the 
startling experience of having a big bass

grossed in untangling a backlash, a float- 
ing plug that hadn’t moved an inch since 
it landed on the surface minutes before. 


faster than normally to maintain suffi- 
cient tension to keep the line completely 
above the surface. A fine lightweight 
line is an advantage and permits a slower 
retrieve than a stronger, heavy one. 
Diving lures are ordinarily retrieved at 
a speed which gives them the best action. 
The head shapes or the attached flanges 
are designed to give these lures a dis- 
tinctive action when the line pulls them 
through the water. According to their 
design they travel at certain depths (for 
a given speed). Some plugs are blessed 
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with. a fast wiggle, others with easy 


swings from right to left or up and down. 


_ The action may be changed on some lures 


by changing the point of attachment of 
the line or by changing the diving flanges. 
The buoyancy of the diving plug will pull 
it to the surface if the speed is not main- 
tained while a sinking plug can travel 
under the surface at any speed. 

Floaters and divers have an advantage 
for the novice in that they float while he 
untangles his backlashes. A sinking lure 
will settle to the bottom unless it is 


reeled in rapidly enough to keep it at a 


higher level. Bait casters who fish with 
sinking lures should avoid backlashes, 
fish over clean, snag-free bottom, or reel 
in right over the top of any backlash they 
get until the lure is safely in the boat and 
then pull the line off the reel again to get 
at the backlash to untangle it. 

Day in and day out the sinking lures 
are the best fish getters of all. They can 
be fished both slow and deep which seems 
the best way to catch bass in most places 
at most times. Because no buoyancy is 
necessary they can be small in size which 
is a big advantage where the fishing is 
intense and bass tend to be wary of out- 
sized lures. Their actions can be de- 
signed without regard to that essential 
for all diving plugs, surfaces designed to 
force the lure downward whenever it is 
pulled forward. The sinking plug may 
vary in specific gravity from one that is 
not much heavier than water to some- 
thing that will sink like a rock. The 
heavier lures usually call for faster re- 
trieves and are best for covering a large 
area of water at a good depth. A lure 
that sinks slowly lets the angler work it 
along much more leisurely at the same 
level, giving a slower, more thorough 
coverage. A lure that travels somewhere 
near the midpoint in depth should be seen 


‘by more fish than one that travels the 


surface or scrapes the bottom. 
With an assortment of sinking lures of 


varying specific gravities and design we 


can find one that will travel at almost any 
desired level and speed. If we decide to 
fish at a three-foot depth we can do it 
easily enough. The difficulty usually lies 
in knowing which depth to use and 
whether to fish it slow, fast or medium. 


- Unless an angler is blessed with unusual 


intuition his best bet is to keep changing 
his depth and speed or presentation until 
he strikes one that produces. In making 
his tests he should select the same type of 
water for all tries or work back and forth 
over a uniformly good section. As a fish- 
erman gets to know a lake or river he 
gets to know which depths and speeds are 
most productive and, starting off with 
good combination of speed and depth, 
changes only if results are poor. 

The interest a fish shows in a plug may 
be caused by hunger, anger or curiosity. 
Lifelike imitations of the natural foods 
of the bass are logical choices for the 
hungry fish. From the viewpoint of hun- 


ger alone the natural bait should be tops 


and lures that look and act most naturally 
should be most effective. The scale fin- 
ishes on minnow-like plugs and frog fin- 
ishes on frog-like plugs are logical for an 
appeal to hunger. If the bass you catch 
from your favorite’ waters consistently 
have minnows in their stomachs, minnow- 


like plugs should work well .. . when

they’re hungry. The whole trouble is 
bass aren’t always hungry and even when 
they are, anger or curiosity may be an 
equally important factor. 

Bass tend to resent the intrusion of 
anything competitive in their little king- 
doms. They’re pugnacious enough to 
smack a plug in the way of a challenge. 
Certain colors seem to annoy them more 
than others and the red and white com- 
bination is probably the one that gets 
under their skins most of all. There’s no 
question but that red and white accounts 
for more bass than any other color com- 
bination even though there’s nothing in 
nature that looks like a red and white 
plug. 

A third factor is curiosity. Perhaps 
bass are curious about red and white col- 
or schemes. Maybe their red-and-white 
interest is due to a mixture of whether 
such a lure would taste good or be fun 
to fight with. The ramifications of why a 
bass takes a particular plug become more 
and more involved as one tries to get to 
the bottom of bass fishing. When a fish- 
erman can figure out what color combi- 
nation, depth, speed of retrieve, size and 
shape will be most effective for a small 
part of the time he’s doing all right. 
When he can figure it out consistently 
he’s a practical genius. 

The selection of the proper lure is com- 
plicated still further by its degree of 
weedlessness and its ability to hook and 
hold fish. In open water any number of 
hook points can be used without diffi- 
culty and the number and placement 
should be such that fish are hooked con- 
sistently regardless of the angle at which 
they strike. However, when there are 
weeds to be considered attempts are often 
made to guard the point or so place it 
that weeds will not be caught. 

Any gain in weedlessness is almost cer- 
tain to mean a loss in hooking qualities. 
The truly weedless lure may he fairly 
close to fishless, too. The perfect lure for 
hooking fish is one that will start the hook 
into his jaw no matter how gently he 
strikes. Obviously, any guard which must 
be forced aside before the hook can bite 
into a fish’s flesh is not quite as good as a 
hook without such a guard. The sacrifice 
in hooking qualities need not be impor- 
tant and it is well worthwhile if the 
guards enable the fisherman to work his 
lure through thick weeds where strikes 
are much easier to draw than in open 
water and where any usable lure is better 
than one that is consistently weeded up. 

A good lure for fishing in thick weeds 
is a surface skimmer with an unguarded 
hook that rides up in the air. The more 
exaggerated the action of a lure the more 
likely it is to catch weeds as it sashays 
along through them. In this regard as in 
most others in fishing it is necessary to 
compromise in order to obtain a satisfac- 
tory solution. Multiple hooks tend to 
give the caster a better chance of hooking 
and a better grip on his fish where the 
water is open and the lures are large 
enough to prevent the smaller of the legal 
fish from taking them deeply into their 
mouths at the strike. 

There is always a fair amount of dis- 
cussion on the sporting qualities of the 
single hooked lures as against lures with 
multiple points. On the basis of being 
more difficult to use a single hook its

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advocates may have a basis for calling it 
a more sporting device. There is little 
basis, however, for saying it is a more 
humane way to take fish. The multiple 
hooks of a plug may bite hard but they 
seldom bite deeply enough to do major 
injury to a bass. We don’t want to be 
inhumane but it is a little foolish to go 
sentimental about a fish that is by nature 
a predator, living by taking the lives of 
other fish or animals, which only strike 
a plug because it thinks it a soft touch 
and not with the idea of committing sui- 
cide. 

Bait casting is the most productive 
method of taking bass under most condi- 
tions. Wind and rough water have less 
effect on fishing by this method than they 
do on spinning or fly casting. The types 
of lures available vary from heavy wob- 
bling spoons that can be flipped into the 
teeth of a gale down to % ounce light- 
weights that fall lightly to the water to 
represent the smaller range of bass food. 
Bait casting lines may be as strong as 30 
lb. test and still cast moderately well. A 
twelve-pound test line is a good average 
and strong enough to play the biggest fish 
in fresh water. The light lines make cast- 
ing easiest and a 6-pound test line will 
send the heavy lures out a little farther 
and permit the using of the lightest cast- 
ing lures. 

Where the lakes are deep except for 
the shorelines the best method of bait 
casting is to move along with a boat at 
casting distance from shore so the lure 
may be dropped into the protected places 
around partly submerged rocks, beside 
logs or overhanging trees or at the edges 
of the lily pads. One man fishing while 
another rows is the safest way to operate 
with periodic changing of places. Where 
there are bars or shallow coves with 
plenty of open water for casting, two an- 
glers may cast simultaneously from a 
single boat, one at each end, with perfect 
safety and a greater opportunity to take 
fish as they drift across the likely water. 
Open water casting does not demand the 
skill of placement necessary for fishing 
the shore but instead puts a premium on 
the length of the casts and the amount ‘of 
water covered by them. 

Long casts are rarely a necessity in the 
catching of bass but the controlling factor 
in the length of the cast is the commotion 
made by the boat. A boat that glides 
along silently does not demand a long cast 
on the part of the fisherman but any 
splashing of the oars or heavy vibrations 
from the boat frighten the nearby fish 
and make longer casting a requisite to 
reaching catchable fish. The system of 
paddling a boat with one oar or a regula- 
tion canoe paddle instead of rowing for 
shoreline casting is a good one. Much of 
the noise which develops in oarlocks and 
because of the low angle at which the oar 
blades strike the water can be eliminated 
in this way. 

Bait casting rods range from 4 to 6 feet. 
The lighter lures are handled best by the 
long rods while the heavy lures may be 
cast well on short stiff rods. The tip of a 
short rod does not move very far through 
the air in the casting swing so it must be 
stiffer and the weight of the lure must 
be greater to equal the power of the long 
rod sending out a lighter lure. Yet cast- 
ing is not a matter of sheer power and the

length and action of a casting rod should 
be balanced and “feel right” with the en- 
tire range of lures an angler uses. 

The lighter the line the easier it is to 
cast with it. Although the size and stiff- 
ness of the line do not enter into the 
“feel” or balance of the rod in the hand 
they are major factors in casting ability. 
There is no “balancing” the line to the 
casting. The finer, softer and smaller the 
line in diameter the better it will cast 
regardless of the weight of the lure or 
length of rod. The only balancing to be 
done with the line is to choose a good 
compromise between the strength needed 
to play the fish and the fineness needed 
for best casting. Weedy waters call for 
heavier lines just as larger fish may. 
When bait casting for bass a line testing 
between 6 and 15 pounds should cover 
the range. 

The reel is the most important item in 
the bait caster’s tackle. It was the quad- 
ruple multiplying reel that made bait 
casting possible and only the old timers 
realize how good our modern reels really 
are. Those of us who learned to cast 
with heavy spooled, reels without anti- 
backlash or level wind devices recall the 
continual coordination required for every 
cast. All a good modern reel-needs is 
half a chance to do its job... and a little 
oil on occasions.

Surface lures usually are associated with 
the sport of fishing for trout and bass, but 
the sharp-toothed and pugnacious mem- 
bers of the pike family also can be taken 
by this method of angling. 

Pike, including great northerns, do 
considerable surface feeding, particularly 
during a calm and warm summer eve- 
ning. 

A surface plug that plops or has a 
spluttering action will get their attention. 
So will various types of surface lures 
made for the fly rod. The fishing should 
be done in comparatively shallow water, 
where there are weeds, sunken logs, or 
other obstructions that provide cover. 

At times, also, a spoon that is retrieved 
rapidly high in the water will get more 
strikes than one which is allowed to sink 
deep. 


Trolling With Wet Flies 
Trolling with wet flies is a method that 
often will take bass when they are stay- 
ing close to the deeper sections of streams 
and lakes during the hottest hours of the 
day. 

Flies of large size—No. 4 or 6 hook size, 
for example—should be used. Good pat- 
terns include the Red Ibis, the White 
Miller, and the Parmacheene Belle. 

Two of these, preferably of different 
patterns may be attached to the leader. 
A couple of split shot should be used to 
get the cast down into the water, and

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then the flies should be trolled slowly in 
the vicinity of rock ledges, sunken logs, 
and other bassy spots. 

Next to the use of live bait, wet flies 
are rated by many anglers as the most 
deadly of all bass lures when the fish are 
deep and not especially interested in 
feeding. 


Trick With a Bushy Dry Fly 
Ordinarily the dry fly angler is careful to 
avoid any motion of his rod that would 
disturb the quiet floating of his lure on 
the water, but there are times that the 
fisherman will catch trout by making his 
dry fly seem to come to life as it floats. 

Select a wide, smooth stream area 
where there is a good current. Attach to 
the end of a nine-foot leader a bushy fly 
of some sort that has been well greased 
so that it floats high on the water. 

Cast the fly across the current then, 
with the tip of the rod held high, retrieve 
it in sharp swings of the rod tip, so that 
it skips and jumps across the surface of 
the water. If trout are cruising in the 
area they often will attack the crazily- 
moving fly with savage strikes. Even 
some trout of lunker proportions fall for 
this trick. 

The angler who uses this method will 
miss a lot of strikes—but the excitement 
of the action will more than make up for 
that. 


Big Wet Flies at Night 
Night fishing with big wet flies is a 
favorite sport of many trout anglers. It 
is particularly effective in streams which 
are heavily fished and in which the larger 
trout are shy and easily frightened. 

Because the fisherman will be angling 
for the fish that are actively feeding, little 
travel along the stream is necessary; in 
fact, the water should be disturbed as 
little as possible. 

In the quiet of night the splash of a 
large feeding trout can be heard dis- 
tinctly. The technique then is to cast the 
wet flies—two or even three can be used 
at one time—to the vicinity of the splash 
and allow the stream current to carry the 
lures to the fish. 

Conventional patterns of wet flies may 
be used, in sizes from 10 to 6. A general 
favorite is a fly that has a black body and 
hackle. 


Grasshopper Combination 
Here’s a productive trick employed by 
trout fishermen in Central Pennsylvania 
in fishing for big trout in the evening and 
at night. 

They use grasshoppers: for bait, but 
instead of putting the insects on bait 
hooks, they impale them on long-shanked 
hooks to which two slender white quill 
wings have been tied. 

The grasshopper-fly combination is cast 
into shallow areas in which trout are ac- 
customed to feeding at dusk and later. 
The lure is allowed to float lazily with the 
current, although now and then a bit of 
action is imparted to it. 

Many fine trout have been caught by 
this method. What is even more interest- 
ing, many of them have been hooked in 
water that was less than a foot in depth. 

A man skilled in this type of angling 
does not cover much water. He is more 
inclined to sit quietly beside a good pool, 
waiting until he sees or hears a feeding 
fish before he casts his lure.

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Get Plenty of Rest! 


The success of most any camping trip depends largely 
on restful sleep. Here are suggestions on how to sleep 
comfortably when on an outdoor trek after game or fish

Almost everytime I’m out on a camping 
trip, I run into people who aren’t sleeping 
well at night. Their red, bleary eyes 
lend credence to their shivering tale and 
the cricks in their back. Whether it’s 
spring, summer, fall or winter, I usually 
discover they are getting cold during the 
wee, chill hours before dawn. And when 
a camper gets cold then with no more 
bedding to be had, brother he’s cold. 

Generally it’s the newer campers that 
have this frigid experience. Experience 
is a great teacher but sometimes a painful 
one. All seasoned veterans went through 
this course of sprouts a long time ago 
when they were learning the tricks, so 
it’s primarily for the former that this 
article is written. After all, when we are 
out in a camp, whether for business or 
recreation, our ability to accomplish 
something during the daytime depends 
to a great extent upon sound sleep and 
rest. 

Although many of us have never 
thought much about it, there are certain 
principles to making a good, restful bed 
in a house. This is women’s work which 
we men overlook but when we take off 
to the bush, these same sound principles 
must be followed and Pop must do his 
own bed making, good or bad, when 
Mom isn’t along. 

A good camp bed first of all depends 
pretty much on having proper and ample 
bedding. Some or all of this can be ex- 
clusively for camping purposes or may be 
mostly the home bedding from the home 
bedrooms. For reasons of economy many 
use the latter effectively. Most camp beds 
are prepared with blankets as the cover- 
ing. Even in the summer time, except in 
the hottest climates, these are best of 
wool. Hudson’s Bay blankets have long 
been famed for their high quality and 
warmth but any good blanket will do. 
The dark colors are best for outdoor use 
as they will not show dirt so readily and 
two of four or five pounds weight each 
will make up a satisfactory spring, sum- 
mer or fall bed. More of course will be 
needed in the winter time. 

An excellent accessory to blankets for 
outdoor use is the canvas bed roll such 
as used by the army in the first World 
War and used by range riders in the 
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West. It makes a convenient carrier for 
the bedding, helps to keep it clean, and 
adds to the warmth and rain protection. 

Quilts of down or wool are excellent 
also but cotton ones, the kind Grandma 
liked and made, are almost valueless. 
They absorb seemingly more than their 
share of the general dampness and be- 
cause of their thickness and material, are 
hard to dry properly. Thin cotton blankets

it's a big if, you take along twice as 
many as you think you'll need. 

Much better than blankets, both from 
the standpoint of ease in bed-making and 
additional warmth, is the sleeping bag. 


With a full length zipper so that it can 
be completely opened all but those made © 
for extreme cold weather may be used — 


the year around. Although expensive the 
person who does much camping will be 


justified in replacing his blankets with a 


good bag. 
One of the things that new campers 
often overlook in camp bed-making is 


that you MUST have a mattress of some — 


sort to insulate against the cold ground 
or cold air drafts underneath a cot. A 
mattress is something more than a soft 


object to sleep on that can be done away ~ 
with when we go primitive. It is pro-~ 


tection for the body from below and is ~ 
really more essential out-of-doors than in. 
A folded blanket won’t suffice for a 


mattress unless you are a better man than ~ 


most of us. Three of them might do it if 
they are of heavy weight. The cotton — 


right amount and use the items properly . 


are sometimes useful in hot climates but 
it’s wise to have wool handy for the 
colder hours. 

Wool Army blankets have acquired a 
false fame that is not justified. They actu- 
ally are light in weight, skimpy in size, 
and of a hard finish to stand rough wear. 
They literally wear like iron but this 
hard finish greatly reduces their ability 
to contain the body heat. They are, how- 
ever, a useful blanket for camping if, and 
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felted pads made for cot use are excellent 
but because of size are limited pretty 
much to motor campers. The hiker or 
camper who wants to provide a mattress 
of light weight in the simplest manner can 
safely rely on the old-fashioned browse 
bag. It is nothing more than a sheeting 
bag 36x 84 inches which is stuffed with 
leaves, straw, weeds or whatever is soft 
and handy on the campsite. It sometimes 
is a nuisance to gather particularly if 
the site is short on suitable material. 

The real boon to the modern camper 
was the invention of the air mattress. 
Devoid of air it packs flat and takes up 
little room. Inflated in the evening, it is 
worth more than the additional small 
weight it adds to your outfit. A new one 
of pliofilm cuts this weight to almost 
nothing and is a dandy for the back 
packer. Air mattresses come in two

standard sizes—the full length and the 
48-inch “hip and shoulder” model. The 
shorter size is made especially for those 
who must cut weight and bulk as much 
as possible. On it your knees and feet 
are off the mattress but in actual use, 
at least for me, not a single wink of 
sleep is lost on that account. 

I have been able to discover only one 
disadvantage to the air mattress. In cold 
weather, it is cold and some sort of in- 
sulation is needed between the sleeper 
and the mattress. In the Arctic it was 
found necessary to use several deer skins 
with the hair on for this purpose when 
the temperature really skidded. 


If you are accustomed to using a pillow 
at home by all means take one to the 
woods with you if there is room for it. 
Personally I can’t sleep at all without one 
and through the years have used rolled 
up clothing, shoes, packs, saddles and 
other things as substitutes. At their best 
they are sort of punk to say the least and 
hard on the ears and neck. For several 
years I carried a pillow bag about half 
the size of a regulation pillow. This I 
would stuff with various things at night. 
Now I carry an air pillow which weighs 
about a half pound. 

Sheets? I can see eyebrows flying not 
only up but clear off of the “hardrocks” 
at their very mention, but I’ll risk the end 
of a very long limb! Yes, I use them in 
my sleeping bags but mainly as a means 
of keeping the bag clean. Of thin ma- 
terials, khaki in color, they are cut more 
or less to the shape of the bag. Not 
fastened in by any means, they are easy 
to launder after every trip. Whenever I 
use blankets for bedding however, I dis- 
pense with the sheets. Some people can 
not stand wool blankets next to them. 
If you are one of these, take sheets along 
except on a back packing trip where 
every ounce adds up. In that case it 
might work out to substitute a cotton 
blanket for a wool one. 

The folding canvas cot is the basis of 
many camp beds, at least with the car 
campers. The commonest kind is the one 
known as the “army” cot. It is thoroughly 
efficient but rather heavy. Its weight, 
however, is generally a sign that it is 
made of hard wood, stout canvas, and 
capable metal parts. These make for a 
strong, servicable cot which is essential 
as they are easily damaged. They won’t 
stand jumping or bouncing on. In snake 
country a cot adds greatly to the peace 
of mind of the occupant. 

For beds on the ground, a ground cloth 
is necessary. This is a piece of water- 
proofed material to be the bulwark

against ground moisture. It goes down 
first and on it you build your bed. It can 
be of canvas, oil cloth, waterproof build- 
ing paper or similar material. 3’x7’ isa 
good size. Ground cloths are not neces- 
sary in a tent with a floor. 

Mosquito netting is not always a must 
item, but there is a netting available 
which fits over a cot. It is very worth- 
while in a tent that is not insect tight and 
is excellent over a ground bed in the 
open. I’ve put in many a pleasant sum- 
mer night under such a netting where 
there were no mosquitoes but many flies 
which went into action with the arrival 
of the morning sun.

Then too, a cot is so narrow that blankets 
will not stay on a sleeper as he twists 
during the night. Don’t be lulled into 
thinking that this tucking is unnecessary 
for I’ve run into many shivering cot 
campers who had plenty of bedding. 
When they were taught how to seal the 
heat in and the cold out their troubles 
were over. 

Incidentally, old newspapers. when 
available, often will help a cot and blanket 
bed. Put layers of them under the mat-

has been necessarily brief, I’ve em- 
phasized equipment first because of its 
extreme importance. If you have the 
right stuff and plenty of it, a bed that will 
give you sound sleep is easily had. If you 
don’t have it, your camping is going to be 
disagreeable and unhappy. It sounds 
romantic to bask before a blazing wood 
fire and it is—if you don’t have to do it 
all night long! Careful thought and plan- 
ning to your bedding before you start out 
is the beginning of wise woodsmanship. 
But enough, let’s try our hand at bed 
making. 

With a cot, set it up in the tent leveling 
it with a few rocks under the legs if 
necessary. Now put on your mattress. 
It doesn’t make too much difference what 
kind it is as long as it is reasonably soft 
and thick. If you are using a sleeping 
bag about all that remains to be done is 
to unroll it and you are set for the night. 

Blankets require a little more work. 
Spread them over the cot about like you 
would on any bed. Allow enough to 
drape over the foot end so that they may 
be tucked under. Do this first then tuck 
the sides allowing enough looseness to 
permit the sleeper to get in. 

The tucking of blankets under the mat- 
tress of a camp cot is of paramount im- 
portance for several reasons. First, there 
are those holes in the canvas where the 


. . unless a mattress is used and the 


tress and/or between the blanket layers. 
They are good insulation as many a son 
of the road knows. 

Making a bed on the ground is prac- 
tically the same as making one on a cot. 
You can follow exactly the same steps as 
outlined. However, there are some varia- 
tions. One of these is the need for a 
ground cloth as previously described but 
before you put it down clear the ground 
of rocks, roots, and the like. If you can, 
level off any bumps. 

Another helpful trick, especially if you 
do not use an air mattress, is the hip and 
shoulder hole. Some people scoff at the 
idea but I'll attest anywhere, anytime, 
that they make for better sleeping. These 
are simply shallow, rather flat holes with 
sloping edges to accommodate the before 
mentioned bulges of the human anatomy. 
If you have never made them, check your 
measurements on the ground before 
digging into the terra firma. 

It is with the ground blanket bed that 
the large blanket pins are most useful. 
Pinning the blankets into a bag and to the 
mattress will keep them out of the dirt 
and increase their warmth. 

Oldtime woodsmen and the older litera- 
ture on the subject of camping and wood- 
craft, extoll the virtues of the bough bed.

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~ Fiber Glass Boats 
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Companies are now making all shapes and sizes 
of craft with "'fibreglas'' that was developed from 
wartime experiments and first used in airplanes

Glimpse out across the waters of a 
populous boating center this summer. 
You spot not only considerable variety in 
the shapes and sizes but also in the mate- 


- rials of which small boats are built. The 


surprising range of materials so noted 
eaused a friend of mine laughingly to 
remark that nowadays they seemed to be 


building boats of almost everything but 


wood. 

He refused to believe me after I'd told 
him that many years ago they’d even 
built boats of paper. Yet, it’s-a fact. Back 
in the 1860’s and 1870’s small boats of 
ordinary butcher’s paper—many layers 
bedded in shellac—became quite a thriv- 
ing American industry. What’s more, the 
idea worked. Records show one of these 
paper craft having been rowed and pad- 
dled without any mishap all the way 
from Troy, New York, to Cedar Keys, 
Florida. And that was long before the 
present shelter of the Inland Waterway 
existed. 

So you might say it’s possible to build a 
boat out of almost anything. Some of 
them last. Others don’t. The paper boat 
didn’t. One of the materials that did is 
wood, which has been leading the field 
ever since the days of the Phoenicians 
and, according to present count, continues 
to hold the lead. There are some that pre- 
dict the lead in the small boat field won’t 
be held by wood much longer. That’s a 
matter of personal opinion. 

The originator of paper boats—a certain 
George Waters—could hardly have imag- 
ined that the endless search for a prac- 
tical substitute for wood would eventually 
include glass. Yes, even though most of 
us today have become accustomed to the 
wonders of modern plastics, it is still a 
little startling to realize that some of the 
small boats skimming across the water off 
yonder are built of glass. It is this partic- 
ular substitute for wood—glass in glass 
fiber form, or, the trade name Fibreglas 
if you prefer—that I am now about to 
discuss. j 

It all started with a secret “Material 
X” during the war, then used in airplane 
fuselages, but later adapted to a varie- 
gated number of purposes ranging from 
motor car bodies to lamp shades. The 


mysterious “Material X” turned out to be 
rolls of glass fiber manufactured by 
Owens-Corning Fibreglas Corporation, 
presently impregnated with a waterproof 
resin that could be molded into almost 
any shaped object you might wish— 
including small boats. 

The present fleets of glass fiber boats 
derive from that beginning, Owens- 
Corning still supplying the glass fiber 
ingredient to various boat builders, while

anything else. Later on the U.S. Navy 
became interested and contracted with 
the Winner Mfg. Co., of West Trenton, 
NJ., to build a 28-foot glass fiber per- 
sonel boat, which by all accounts turned 
out to be remarkably successful, although 
admittedly she’d cost a mint of money. 
Larger experimental glass fiber craft have 
since been built for the government by 
The Anchorage, Warren, R.J. However, 
the small boats ranging from about 8 feet 
to 18 feet in length are those that head 
into the present reader’s own channel. 
More than ninety per cent of the glass 
fiber boat industry restrict their efforts 
to craft of this category, outboard run- 
abouts occupying a prominent place. 

Please don’t expect me to go off the 
deep end over glass fiber boats. I am a 
professional boating reporter and would 
feel derelict of my duty through failure 
to investigate and report the facts as I 
see them. Therefore, let it first be under- 
stood that personally there is nothing I 
admire more, genuinely love more, than a 
well built; boat of wood. I doubt if this 
admiration will alter. 

I am also fully aware of certain draw- 


company. It’s 14 feet long, weighs 380 pounds and can handle outboards 
ranging from 10 to 22 horsepower 


other concerns — American Cyanamid 
Company being one of the more promi- 
nent—supply the resin binding agent for 
solidifying the whole. Basically speaking, 
you might say, that’s about all there is 
to it. You can’t help but recall George 
Waters with his butcher’s paper and 
shellac, except that in the case of glass 
fiber we’re dealing with far stronger and 
more generally efficient ingredients. 
Some of the first glass fiber hulls were 
molded by General Electric, apparently 
more for experimental purposes than 
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backs to which wood boats are peculiarly 
prone. To mention one, an average wood 
boat if left out of water for a while will 
open up at the seams, which can turn out 
to be pretty wet and annoying the next 
time you put her overboard. Yet, wood 
boat builders haven’t been sitting still. 
In specialized forms they have this situa- 
tion fairly well licked, as evidenced by 
the various wood hulls covered by canvas 
and also molded plywood. However, it 
must be granted that in the main the 
glass fiber boat manufacturers score. All 
these new boats are molded in a single 
piece and are seamless. They cannot leak. 

Then, there is the matter of weight. As 
for lightness of weight for carrying con- 
venience I cannot see that glass fiber 
boats enjoy any special advantage over 
wood. In some respects the contrary may 
be the case. You can get wood boats that 
are surprisingly light in weight for their 
size, as for example the 12-foot Penn Yan

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Cartop boat weighing only 57 pounds or 
an Old Town 15-foot canoe weighing only 
58 pounds. As against this, even an 8-foot 
glass fiber boat weighs about 70 pounds. 

I refer to a bone dry hull. When it 
comes to water absorption the picture 
changes. On this basis the glass fiber hull 
can be said to win out. Wood rates high 
in water absorption, from 20 to 48 per 
cent according to U.S. Navy figures. In 
the case of glass fiber the absorption fac- 
tor becomes practically nil, less than 1 
per cent. This undeviating weight factor 
may prove of value in outboard racing. 

To me, one of the outstanding virtues 
of wood has always been its natural 
buoyancy. If you swamp or tip over, your 
wood boat cannot sink, that is, unless 
dragged under by a heavy inboard instal- 
lation. Fiber glass boats do not possess 
this natural buoyancy. However, all glass 
boat builders have managed to make 
their craft as buoyant as wood by in- 
stalling air tanks, styrofoam or a compar- 
able device. Metal boats use the same 
methods. 

A study of various glass fiber boats 
now in use discloses some unusual de- 
signs, quite different in some cases from 
comparable wood boats. Actually, this 
represents a freedom in design that can 
be marked down as an advantage. In the 
distinctive glass fiber manufacturing 
process a hull can be molded to almost 
any shape you wish, including some ex- 
ceedingly complex compound curves. 
With wood there is less latitude. Although 
a wood plank after steaming can be bent 
quite a lot, there are also limits. 

An example of such benefits is appar- 
ent in a 12-foot catboat currently pro- 
duced by Beetle Boat Co., New Bedford, 
Mass. Before taking on glass fiber, Carl 
Beetle had for many years built his well- 
known wood catboat of the same length. 
This older model had always proved it- 
self to be a little “wet” in the throwing of 


spray. When it came to molding the new 
glass model, the flexibility of design in-_ 
herent to this material was taken advan-— 
tage of. By curving hull at bow to throw 
the water downward instead of upward, 
you have an appreciably drier boat. 

That glass fiber boats are surprisingly — 
tough, there can be no doubt. According 
to a Navy report the material possesses 
one-half the tensile strength of steel and 
three times that of wood. A hole can be 
punched through it, as with any other — 
kind of hull material but it takes a~ 
mighty hard punch. Repairing a hole is 
simple, if it isn’t too much of a hole. 
Manufacturers supply repair kits. I once 
saw a glass fiber boat that had gone 
adrift and later pounded for hours on the 
rocks. Naturally, there was a big hole, but 
the surprising part was that any boat 
should be left. After being shipped back 
to the factory for repairs, she appeared to 
be as good as new. 

The Navy in its report on glass fiber 
points out the practical elimination of 
hull maintenance costs, since there are no 
seams to calk, no fastenings to loosen, no 
wood to rot and no repainting needed. 
This would seem to lend substance to the 
claims made by some of the manufac- 
turers that the first cost of a glass fiber 
boat can be written down as virtually the 
last. As for this first cost, the prices of 
glass boats at the present time rate about 
the same for comparable sizes as those of 
wood boats. : 

In common with any developing indus- ~ 
try, the manufacturers appear to have’ 
suffered some annoying headaches both ~ 
in bettering their methods and in meet- 
ing costs. At first it was thought essential 
to install extremely expensive metal — 
molds of the type used in construction of 
the Navy 28-footer, quite an involved af-— 
fair. One private concern after investing — 
$50,000 for this presumably essential 
equipment later on scrapped it complete-

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ly. They say they are now turning out 
better boats with molds of one-fiftieth 
the cost. 


Methods of molding vary somewhat 
with different manufacturers. Some make 
use of only a male mold, others of only 
a female mold and some use both. In 
most cases the entire hull consists of 
fiber glass and resin, nothing else, but 
there are also exceptions. One of these 
exceptions are to be found in four out- 
board runabount models built by Kelson- 
Kraft, Whittier, Calif. In this case a ply- 
wood hull is first constructed and then 
glass fiber is laid on the outside. Hunt 
Mfg. Co., Costa Mesa, Calif., serves as an- 
other exception. They utilize decks, spray 
rails, seats and gunwales of wood, the 
rest of the hull being glass fiber. 


Some of the production figures you 
hear certainly give cause for thought. 
Beetle is turning out 15 completed boats 
every day, more than 4,000 a year. This 
virtually means they can start on a boat 
in the morning and have her afloat before 
evening: Here is potential mass produc- 
tion with a vengeance and also a small 
boat industry worth watching. 


Finally, I will conclude with a_ brief 
round-up of some of the concerns East 
and West now producing glass fiber boats 
of the types and sizes that I judge might 
be of special interest to readers of OUT- 
DOORSMAN. 


Winner Mfg. Co., West Trenton, NWJ., 
are producers of the “Plasti-Craft” line 
of outboard runabouts, two or these being 
12-footers, and others 14-footers. Speeds 
in the 35 to 40 mph bracket seem possible. 

Beetle Boat Co., New Bedford, Mass., 
perhaps the biggest glass boat producer 
and certainly offering the most numerous 
models. These include dinghies, outboard 
runabouts, sailboats, rowboats, a 15-foot 
canoe, and of all surprises, a glass fiber 
racing shell. 


The Anchorage Inc., Warren, R.I., long 
known for their wood small boats, espe- 
cially the Dyer Dinks. They have turned 
to glass fiber, now producing a 9-footer 
and 10-footer. 


Cape Cod Shipbuilding Co., Wareham, 
Mass., another wood boat builder that has 
recently taken on fiber glass. They build 
an 8-foot glass dinghy, and more spec- 
tacularly, the famous 15-foot overall 
Herreshoff Bulls-Eye keel sloop. 


Wizard Boats Inc., Costa Mesa, Calif., 
one of the glass fiber pioneers, now pro- 
ducing four outboard runabout models 
ranging from 10 to 15 feet in length, an 
8-foot dinghy, two fisherman’s models of 
12 and 14 feet respectively. 

Kelson-Kraft, Whittier, Calif., offers 
four outboard runabout models ranging 
from 12 feet to 16 feet in length, all but 
one of these decked. 


Hall Molded Boats, Sausalito, Calif., 
have four models to choose from in the 
smallest glass fiber hulls on record, two 
of these being only 6-footers. They are 
rather suitably known as “ducks.” 


Hunt Mfg. Co., Costa Mesa, Calif., offer 
four outboard runabouts ranging from 
12 to 16 feet in length, all but one of 
these decked. They also produce an 18- 
foot inboard, probably the only small 
glass fiber inboard on the market at this 
time.
